PARIS, May 1.—“lf the Allies 
hold, Germany is beaten,” declar­ 
ed a Spanish statesman, return­ 
ing from Germany, who was in­ 
terviewed st the Spanish frontier 
today by the Paris correspond­ 
ent of the Exchange Telegraph.

Eddie Rickenbacker and Cap­ 
tain Norman Hall Share 
Honors of Victory 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 30.—Captain Norman 
Hall and Eddie Rickenbacker, Ameri­ 
can aviators, yesterday divided 
the 
honor of destroying a boche plane 
over the German lines. 
Each modest­ 
ly gives tile other entire credit for 
the feat. 
The German plane, 
an 
Albatross, 
was sighted about 6 o’clock in the 
evening, at a height of 1800 meters. 
As the two Americans arose to the 
attack, the enemy machine 
opened 
fire and tied. The Americans pursued 
the Albatross over the enemy lines, 
firing several hundred rounds. 
The 
German machine suddenly dived 
to 
earth, spouting flame and smoke. 
The Americans by this time were 
flying so low that their planes were 
struck by bullets by German infantry­ 
men, but they returned to the Ameri­ 
can lines.

He used an auto­ 
matic pistol, firing into the auto­ 
mobile as it passed. The archduke 
was shot through the head and the 
duchess through the throat. 
The shooting closely 
followed 
another attem pt at assassination. 
A bomb was thrown into the arch­ 
duke’s automobile, but he warded 
it oft' with his ann 
and 
it 
fell 
under the machine following. 
The assassination resulted in an 
Austrian 
ultimatum 
to 
Serbia, 
which was accused of instigating 
the plot.

CHECK TO GERMANS 
MOST DECISIVE 


By J. W. T. MASON 
(United Press War Expert) 
NEW YORK, April 30—The Ger­ 
man check before Ypres Ib the most 
decisive von Hindenburg has suffered 
since the beginning of his efforts to 
reach the Flanders plains preparatory 
to a new major advance to the chan­ 
nel ports. 
The ability of the allies to withstand 
the shock of the German massed at­ 
tacks without calling upon their re­ 
serves has now been demonstrated. 
Hindenburg will try perhaps two cr 
three times more to break through. 
If. however, the northern front holds 
fast as it lias done in the past 24 
hours, the German army must begin 
in its process of recuperation, faced 
with defeat at a long distance from 
the channel. 
The quick termination of yester­ 
day's assault on the outer defenses of 
Ypres demonstrates more than any 
occurrence or the past five weeks that 
Hindenburg fears the appeach of ex­ 
haustion of his offensive power. 
At 
no other time since the German ad­ 
vance began has Hindenburg directed 
the cessation of a large scale attack 
before some slight advantage has been 
won. 
This time the Germans were 
halted in their tracks and the effect 
on Teuton morale must be immediate. 
General von Arnim, commander of the 
German forces, succeeded General von 
Kluck early in the war when the lat­ 
ter was removed after his famous 
drive to Paris overran itself and con­ 
tributed to the German repulse at the 
battle of Marne. 
The tradition of de­ 
feat to which von Arnim succeeded 
lias 
now 
been 
emphasized 
before 
Ypres and 
his own removal may 
shortly be expected if the allies’lines 
continue to hold. 
Rejoicing in B em a 
at the expected capture of the channel 
ports will cause von Ariiim’s failure 
to produce a more profound reaction 
than otherwise. 
The criticisms of 
Hindenburg which have begun among 
a daring minority at home because of 
his slaughter of German man-power 
will 
now 
have 
increasing 
weight. 
Hindenburg cannot afford to stand 
st iii. 
When that condition is forced 
on him, the fact of Germany’s ulti­ 
mate defeat must become increasingly 
evident to the German people.

As public owner the govern­ 
ment would also need more employes 
to carry on the industries than are 
needed under private ownership, for 
obvious reasons. 
Public ownership would crush out 
private initiative and enterprise in ev­ 
ery direction, Bince the government 
with its large capital could 
get 
its 
materials cheaper, and, with its pow­ 
er of taxation, could make 
up 
any 
deficit that might occur—that is, if 
there was anything left to tax. Hence 
there would be no employment for the 
people, except to work for government 
under taskmasters, like the Israelites 
did In Egypt, where they had public 
ownership. 
Some people talk glibly about pub­ 
lic ownership apparently without 
a 
thought as to 
how 
the 
government 
could legally acquire the vast proper­ 
ties used in the productive industries. 
Hear what Mr. McAdoo, director gen­ 
eral of railways, says on the subject 
of government control of railroads: 
“If during the period of government 
control the railroads are at all well 
managed and show a marked improve­ 
ment over the old system, the Ameri­ 
can public would not want the roads 
to go hack to private management.” 
There are probably a million men in 
the United States who, with dicta-1 
torial power, unlimited 
capital, 
and 
the patriotic subserviency 
of 
every­ 
body else, could "show a marked im­ 
provement over the old system ;’’ but 
such ability would not justify them in 
keeping possession of other people's 
property in times of peace. The fifth 
amendment to the constitution reads 
in part as follows: 
“No person shall 
* 
• 
• 
be de­ 
prived of life, liberty 
or 
property, 
without due process of law; nor shall 
private property be taken for public 
use, without just compensation.” 
It is a question whether the right 
of eminent domain is applicable to a 
business, like operating the railroads, 
or not. For instance, if a city wishes 
to install a municipal water system, it 
does not condemn the private system 
under the right of eminent domain, 
but it either buys out the old system 
or builds one of its own. In any case, 
the public owner, under the constitu­ 
tional provision, must pay for what­ 
ever property it gets. 
In 
discussing 
public 
ownership, 
Samuel O. Dunn, editor of the Rail­ 
way Age, says in part: ‘‘Government 
purchase of the railways would add 
about $20,000,000,000 to the national 


conditions, could win their demands 
by threatening to strike, what show 
would 
a 
weak 
administration—the 
kind they would elect—have of hold­ 
ing out against the unjust demands of 
millions of employes, thus hound to­ 
gether? 
Government regulation, wisely ad­ 
ministered, would he fair to both cap- 
ital and labor and a protection to the 
general public.

DIABOLICAL SYSTEM 
RUINS NON-COMBATANTS 


Speaking of German atrocities Dr. 
Francis remarked: 
“War dehumanizes men. 
I can un­ 
derstand why it makes them lustful 
and why they ravage both property 
and bodies in the passions of the mo­ 
ment. 
I can overlook this and 
for­ 
give, but the deliberate system of the 
German military power in forcing in­ 
human work and starvation upon non­ 
combatants is the 
thing 
humanity 
cannot forgive and which 
it 
must 
strike hard.” 
The speaker then at 
length 
ex­ 
plained this “system," which is to take 
all non-cotnbatants into the interior 
of Germany, force them to work 
in 
the fields, the railroad yards, the fac­ 
tories and other places until they be­ 
come mentally deranged, bent and de­ 
crepit, by reason of long hours and 
starvation, after which, 
when 
they 
have become anaemic, tubercular and 
unfit for further physical use, they 
are shipped through Switzerland and 
dumped back into France to die. 
Dr. Francis paid a striking tribute 
to the “Spirit of France.” 
He told of 
a little French mother who had been 
blessed with seventeen sons, sixteen 
of whom had been killed in the war, 
and yet thought it a glorious sacrifice 
for her “La Belle France;’’ of another 
woman who kept 
with 
equal 
care 
three graves in her back yard, one of 
which was that of a German. 
When 
questioned about it she 
responded: 
"There is no hatred beyond the grave 
—death is the great leveler of life. 
I 
keep this grave of the German well 
for that reason, and, also because I 
hope that some German mother on the 
other side is doing the same for our 
sons ” 
M arr Entertainers 
The Marr entertainers, 
who 
pre­ 
ceded the lecture of Dr. Francis, In­ 
terested with little tales of the battles 
they had encountered and with songs 
as sung by 
the 
Canadians in 
the 
trenches. 
Major Marr, the leader, told 
that in the 
trenches every conceiv­ 
able 
musical 
instrument, 
from 
a 
mouth organ to a smaJl-sized church 
organ may be found. 
An imitation of 
the Scottish bag pipe tune with 
a 
mouth organ, accompanied by drum 
and piano, was given. 
Their program 
was concluded with a brief talk des­ 
criptive of the first German gas at­ 
tack on the Ypres front in the spring 
of 1915. 
Without masks and without 
any protection against the poisonous 
fumes they lay flat upon the ground 
and filled their mouths with wet clay 
to keep the low, curling death clouds 
out of their systems. 
“We saved Ypres and Calais.” said 
the speaker. 
“The line held.” * The 
three honorably discharged veterans 
then burst forth with the closing cli­ 
max: 
“And the line bolt}* today.”
